He made his major league 
debut in 2004 against the Kansas City Royals and was named 
the Detroit Tigers’ Rookie of the Year in 2004. Logan played for 
the Washington Nationals during the 2006-2007 season and was 
recognized as the fastest player in Major League Baseball that same 
year. During his major league career, Logan had 870 at bats with a 
.268 batting average. Logan was also featured numerous times on 
ESPN Top Web Gems.

While gathering for a large 
reunion was not possible, a unique group of four graduates 
gathered for a safe, socially-distanced, miniature reunion in 
the Mutton Building in November. 

What was so unique about these four individuals from the 
50-year reunion class? They all came back to work at Co-Lin, 
and have either already retired, or will retire from Co-Lin 
someday. 

Charles Ray Hart, Mary Cole Shivers, Margaret Smith 
Britt, and Bruce Irvin have all returned to call Co-Lin home 
over the past half century; and combined, these four have 
dedicated more than 156 years (and counting) in service to 
Co-Lin. 

Charles Hart, an accounting instructor and manager of the 
Co-Lin bookstore, started working at 
Co-Lin in 1972 and shows no signs 
of retiring any time soon. “I enjoy ev- 
ery year here,” Hart said. “Otherwise 
I would have left long ago. This place 
is my home. While we don’t make 
the most money here, I never had the 
desire to leave.” 

As a student, Hart was pro- 
gram chairman for the Student Christian Association, a mem- 
ber of the Baptist Student Union and Phi Beta Lambda, and 
worked in the bookstore. He even met his wife Wanda while 


they were both students at Co-Lin. It was Hart’s connection 
to the Co-Lin bookstore and Mr. Fred Thompson, who Hart 
said made the biggest impression on him, that originally 
brought Hart back to Co-Lin after he graduated from Delta 
State University. 


“I worked for Mr. Thompson as a work study student and 
he contacted me to see if I'd be interested in taking over his 
job,” Hart said. “Back then the hiring process was a bit more 
informal. I don't think I ever interviewed. When he retired, 
I took over teaching his full load and continued to manage 
the bookstore. Back then it was the bookstore in the grill and 
more of a storeroom operation. It wasn’t always a self-service 
bookstore." 

Marts SBNCE who remarked about how delicious those 
chili cheeseburgers were that Hart 
would whip up in the grill/book- 
store, fondly remembers growing up 
around campus as her mother was a 
teacher there at the time. Shivers was 
vice president of the Student Goy- 
ernment Association, and a member 
of the Baptist Student Union and Phi 
Theta Kappa. For Shivers, even the 
faculty who have left lasting impressions on so many students 
that have come through Co-Lin, would feel like family. 

“You just knew everybody,” Shivers said. “Ill never forget 
Dr. Lanier. She could write with one hand and erase with the 
other. If you don’t believe me, you should have been in the 
class. It would go up and come right back down all in one 
motion.” 

Coming back to work at Co-Lin was a longtime dream 
come true for Shivers, who shared the story of hand-writing 
not one, but two letters, to Co-Lin asking to be considered 
should a position ever come available in the Medical Labora- 
tory Technology program. “Nothing happened to either of 
those letters,” Shivers said, “and I worked from ’72-’93 in 
various area hospitals.” 


Finally, in 1993 the position of Medical Laboratory Tech- 


_ nology program director and instructor came available and 
| Shivers was offered the job. “Somehow, I had missed the point 
| that it was for program director,” Shivers said while laughing. 


“Tt was on the phone call offering me the job that I discovered 
it was for program director and not just an instructor posi-

pastgaret Smith Britt, who lived right across the hall from 
Shivers, remarked, 
Brookhaven or Loyd Star, no county 
schools versus city schools. When

you came to Co-Lin, you were all 
Co-Lin now.” She continued, “We 
ate together, we slept together, we 
went to the community bathroom 
ak Ty together. We did everything together 
— ii Fa oot and that made us all really feel like 
family.” 

Britt, who was a member of the Wesley Foundation, the 
Baptist Student Union, was Circle K Sweetheart, and a soph- 
omore maid on the Homecoming court, couldn't help but 
share stories of how different dorm life was back then between 


boys and girls. From having different curfews, to having to be 
signed out to leave campus, and to only being allowed to go 
on dates on Thursday nights, Britt shared how as freshmen, 
they used to rate the kisses of all the couples dropping girls 


_ off back at their dorms saying, “it was just some of those silly 


freshman things we all used to do.” 

As a member of the Co-Lin faculty for over 45 years, Britt, 
who has taught classes in the career/technical division, served 
as the director of distance learning for a few years, and is cur- 
rently doing what she loves best — teaching computer applica- 


tions in the classroom. She reflected back on the legacy her 


former teachers had on her as she hopes to leave the same 


_ legacy for her students. 


“If I think back on part of my life, I think of Mr. Ricks. 


If I think in another part, I think about Coach Turk and his 


wife Katrina. If I think about the science department, | think 
about Dr. Strickland and his wife Carol. I also think about 
Miss Weems,” said Britt. “As teachers, more of what we do is 
not what we teach our students, it’s how we make them feel 
about who they are and what they can do. And that’s why | 
still teach.” 

As the stories continued to flow, the group reminisced on 
the time they painted the Southwest bear ahead of the big 
game with their rival, and shaving freshmen boys’ heads so 
that they had to walk around in beanies as a part of initiation. 
There was also the long line you had to wait in to use the one 
pay phone booth, while everyone else listened to your conver- 
sation. 

However, not all students at that time were able to walk 


away with the same experience of Co-Lin. Bruce Irvin was 


part of the very first group of black students to integrate into 


Co-Lin, paving the way for so many students to come long 
after him. As a member of the band from 6th — 12th grade, Ir- 
vin was not allowed to play in the band while he was a student 
at Co-Lin. Irvin also recounted stories about sitting down on 
the bench in the cafeteria just to watch everyone else get up 
and walk out. 

To Irvin, Mrs. Juanita Thomas, who served as a hostess 


and dietician in the cafeteria, “was 


a doll.” 


cee 


He remembered her saying, 
This is my boy here. Ain’t nobody 
better mess with him.” 

“We went through quite a lot 
back then,” said Irvin. “As I sit here 
and reminisce about then, I’m just 
so happy that God made changes 
and opportunities for everyone that 
wants to apply themselves. In fact, when I graduated, I said 
I would never come back. The Lord had a different plan for 


» 


me. 


After graduating, Irvin went to work at Amos Shipbuilding 
for the next six years before then president Dr. Billy Thames 
recruited Irvin to come to work at Co-Lin. He went on to 
lead the welding program at the college for 37 years before his 
retirement in 2013. In 2018, the welding lab was renamed the 
Bruce Irvin Welding Lab in his honor. 

“When I did come back to Co-Lin, I wanted to make a 
difference and care for everybody and make it different from 
what it was like as a student for me,” said Irvin. “Coming 
back and seeing the change, enjoying the change, growing 
with the change, and becoming close with all of my peers was 
when I really grew into being part of the Co-Lin family. I feel 
a big part of the Co-Lin family, but it was a long experience 
and a life experience.” 

As Hart, Shivers, Britt, and Irvin all echoed, none of them 
came to teach for the money, and money certainly isn’t what 
kept them coming back to campus day after day, year after 
year. They came for the students. They came for the Co-Lin 
family. 

Another remarkable part of this golden anniversary group, 
is how for them, the phrase Co-Lin family can also be taken 
quite literally. Shivers met her husband David at Co-Lin, and 
her mother, brother and two daughters also attended. Hart 
met his wife Wanda at Co-Lin and their three children all at- 
tended. Both daughters met their husbands at Co-Lin, and a 
daughter and daughter-in-law are both currently employed at 
the college. Britt’s husband Gene “Moochie,” is also a 1970 
graduate, both of their sons attended Co-Lin, and their oldest 
son now teaches at the college. Irvin’s wife Belinda and their 
four children all attended Co-Lin, and one of his daughters is 
past president of the Alumni Association. 

For these four individuals, Co-Lin wasn't just “the place to 
be.” Co-Lin is home, and Co-Lin is their family.

For the Miller/Rutledge/King family, Co-Lin just seems to be part of their DNA. Four generations 
later, their love for Co-Lin only continues to grow as the family Wolf Pack legacy continues. 

It all began with Edith Miller, a 1925 graduate of Co-Lin High School. Having grown up in Wesson, 
she attended Co-Lin and afterwards taught at Loyd Star, Heucks Retreat and Arlington. She married 
TJ. Rutledge in 1934 and remained in the home as a wife and mother. She and her husband had two 
children, both of whom graduated from Co-Lin, Jack (58) and Percy (62). 

Continuing the Co-Lin legacy, Percy graduated from the high school in 1959 and the college in 
1962. Growing up on a dairy farm in the Heucks Retreat community in Brookhaven, Rutledge didn't 
| have time to be involved with clubs and other organizations on campus, saying “I got up and milked 
the cows. I went home and milked the cows.” 

However, Rutledge didn’t let work and family obligations get in the way of making lasting memories 
with his classmates at Co-Lin. 

“When I came here, there were probably two people in the high school that I knew. I didn't know 
anyone and there were people here that sort of adopted me.” Rutledge added, “We had lunch in the 
cafeteria family style. Theyd bring the food and put it on the table, we'd empty it, and someone would 
go back to the kitchen for more. Every day we'd have the same little group that would go and eat 
together.” 

In true Co-Lin family style, Fanny Callendar was running the kitchen at that time, and as it happens, 
she was “some kind of cousin of my mother,” Rutledge said. 

After Co-Lin, Rutledge went on to attend the University of Southern Mississippi before beginning his 
career with South Farm Credit where he worked for 37 years. At the age of 25, Rutledge was introduced 
to Sarah Nell and the two have been married for 53 years and counting. The couple had two children, 
Brian (95) and Lydia (90). 

For their daughter, Lydia Rutledge King, a 1990 graduate, coming to Co-Lin was never a question. 
After taking the ACT as a tenth grader, King had the score she needed to go to Co-Lin and never took 
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the test ‘again. She said, “I had what I needed to go to Co-Lin and I just knew that I was going.” 

As a student, King was involved with the Student Government Association and was a campus favorite. 
She also didn’t miss a single football game, both home and away, during her two years at Co-Lin. 

“What I enjoyed about Co-Lin is the bigger pool of people you have to become friends with,” King 
said. “I love sports and found a group of friends that had a lot of the same interests. I thought I had been 
to ball games where there were rivals, but I got the chance to go with friends to the Magee vs. Mendenhall 
football game and talk about rivals — ’'d.never been to a high school football game like that and haven't 
been to another one like that either!” 

For King, not only did she form lifelong friendships outside of the classroom, but the influence of the 
late Dr. Durr Walker inside the classroom forever shaped the trajectory of her life. As an English teacher 
at Loyd Star, King said, “My favorite subject to teach is British Literature and I'll tell anybody that the 
reason I teach and love teaching is because of Durr Walker. He made me appreciate literature.” 

“I wish I could bottle up the love I have for Co-Lin and send it out to all places,” King said. “I simply 
just love Co-Lin.” 

After Co-Lin, King earned a bachelor’s degree from Alcorn State University and a master’s degree from 
Belhaven University. She and her husband Chris (’83) (whose father Charlie King is a member of the 
Co-Lin Sports Hall of Fame and was actually Percy Rutledge's history teacher in high school) have one 
daughter, Sarah Beth. 

As the fourth generation to attend Co-Lin, Sarah Beth King will graduate in 2021 with a business office 
technology degree. While at Co-Lin, she has been a Diamond Doll and involved with the Baptist Student 


Ble De Union. 
A “Growing up I knew I wanted to go to Co-Lin,” King said. “Hearing Mama's and Poppa’ stories, and 
(aval, Beth, King having Mama and Daddy take me to all of the home games, I knew I wanted to go to Co-Lin. I’ve made 
the best memories and the best part has been meeting new people. These have been the best three years of 
my life.” 


Much like Hollywood's ‘six degrees of Kevin Bacon,’ for the Rutledge/King families, everything with 
Co-Lin always seems to come full circle. 

“No matter where you go, you always meet somebody that either went to Co-Lin or had a family 
member that went to Co-Lin and there’s some kind of connection,” said Lydia King. “Generations later 
and we're all still Wolves.” |

The Copiah-Lincoln Community College Foundation recently 
received a donation from Georgia Pacific to establish a new 
engineering laboratory on the Wesson campus along with support for 
the Seawolves Underwater Robotics Engineering program. 

The new engineering laboratory will be an integral component of 
Co-Lin’s Pre-Engineering academic program. With this program, Co- 
Lin strives to best prepare students from its surrounding Mississippi 
counties for university engineering curricula. The Science Division 
at Co-Lin currently offers two engineering courses, Introduction to 
Engineering and Introduction to Engineering Design, and will soon 
offer Computer-Aided Graphic Communication. 

The lab will incorporate a presentation/discussion area with 
laboratory-style tables available for hands-on activities, and computer 
work stations offering engineering design/graphics software, such as 
SOLIDWORKS, and computational software, such as MATLAB. The 
lab will foster students’ exploration into all engineering disciplines, 
with the near-term objective of promoting student involvement in 
local industry and technical organizations, such as the Mississippi 
Engineering Society. 

Both the Seawolves Robotics program and the new engineering 
laboratory will integrate students from the academic and career- 
technical areas of the college. Funding for the Seawolves allows the 
team to purchase needed supplies and equipment as well as assist in 
competition travel expenses. 

“The Science Division has been looking to expand our engineering 
design class for some time. This grant will give us the opportunity 
to build an engineering lab for student-led engineering projects. I 
am very thankful for this generous donation from Georgia Pacific,” 
said Co-Lin Science Division chair and Seawolves advisor Dr. Kevin 
McKone. 

“Partners like Georgia Pacific are vital to the success of Co-Lin’s 
mission to educate students and provide skilled workers for the 
community, state, and beyond,” said Co-Lin President Dr. Jane 
Hulon Sims. “I am grateful for their generosity that will help our Pre- 
Engineering program and our students to flourish.”

honor of retired instructor Tom Ross of Wesson. 

Ross was a 1972 graduate of Mississippi College where he majored 
in art, and a 1974 graduate of the University of Georgia where he 
received a masters in fine arts and majored in painting and drawing. 
In 1975, Ross began his 38-year teaching career at Co-Lin where he 
was an instructor in the art department. Ross was named Outstanding 
Instructor of the Year in 1987 and retired from Co-Lin in 2013. 

As a former student and long-time colleague of Ross, Janet Smith, 
now in her 34th year as an instructor in Co-Lin’s art department, 
worked to create the scholarship to honor Ross’ legacy at Co-Lin. In 
addition to private donations, Smith helped sell prints of an original 
watercolor Ross created of the Co-Lin nature trail titled “Two Roads” 
to raise funds for the scholarship. 

“T wouldn't be where I am if it weren't for Tom. When I came to 
Co-Lin [as a student] I had never had any art classes and I took some 
just because I wanted to. Once he lit that fire under me I was gone. 
I was on my way.” Smith continued, “To then come back and work 
with him as long as I did was not only so much fun, but an honor at 
the same time. When Tom retired, I wanted to do something more for 
our students that would honor him as well. I wouldn't be doing what 
I’m doing with the students today if it hadn’t been for Tom and what 
he did for me.” 

Ross is grateful to Smith for spearheading the scholarship and for 
those who donated. “When you work at a place for 38 years and you 
love what you do, for me, something like this is such a wonderful thing 
to have done,” Ross said. “This scholarship is going to be something 
that after I’m gone will still be around and it will have my name on 
it. I appreciate that so much. I’m not sure I deserve this, but I still 
look back and say, ‘well this is a great period at the end of a sentence.’ 
While it is an ending, there are still more sentences to come.” 

Co-Lin president Dr. Jane Hulon Sims added, “We are so grateful 
that we have employees who love the college so much that they want 
to give back. This scholarship will benefit both our students and the 
college as a whole and I’m thrilled that the original painting Ross 
created will hang in the president’s home. I value the story that the 
nature trail represents and I love that Tom painted it after his history 
with the college.”
